He 
is himself a marked example of the tri- 
umph attained in this branch of teaching. 
The pupils were, most of thorn, young, 
•but three or four in the school being ap- 
|y over twelve years of age. Cut 
two of the whole number had ever at- 
tended school before, yet in the two 
weeks since tho school opened most of 
them have learned the manual alphabet 

so that they can "pronounce" with the 
hand any letter pointed out to them. 

The teacher, on being made aware of 
the reporter's presence ami errand, greet-
